BUFFALO SUICIDE 
SAID TO BE GROWE, 
GUDARY KIDNAPER 


Body of Man Identified as 
Notorious Robber of 20 
Years Ago Found There, 
Shot Through Head.

BUFFALO, N. Y., Feb. 18.—A 
man, identified by police today as 
Pat Crowe, kidnaper of Edward A, 
Cudahy Jr., son of the millionaire 
Omaha meat packer, shot himself 
through the head here today. His 

“found in the driveway 
of the Customs Building. 

No mark of identification was 
found on his clothing, but police, 
whe had arrestéd him for drunk- 
enness in recent years, declared at 
the morgue he was Crowe. 

At the height of his career, 
Crowe was known as a genuine 
“bad man’ throughout the West 
and in some Eastern cities. <A dar- 
ing bank robber and highwayman, 
he turned his attention to kidnap- 
ing in 1900. He received $25,000 
of the $100,000 ransom he and his 
gang demanded for the Cudahy 
boy. 

Crowe received $25,000 ransom 
for the release of young. Cudahy. 
He surrendered after six years and 
was tried. Even though he had 
offered to return $21,000 of the 
money to Cudahy, and had tacitly 
admitted his guilt, the jury ac- 
quitted him. 

Rewards totaling $55,000 were 
offered for his cature at one time, 
His largest haul is said to have 
been $92,000 fro ma train holdup.

PROGRAM OF CITY 
STRIKES A SNAG 


Public Utilities’ Association 
Backs Bill Clashing With 
That. of Transportation 
Commission. | 


FORMER MEASURE 
LOOSELY DRAWN 


Under It, Muench Says 
Terminable Permit Might 
Easily Become Perpetual 


F ranchise. 


Conflict between two major pub- 
lic utility terminable permit bills 
pending in the Legislature and op- 
position which apparently has de- 
veloped in some quarters to the 
bill sponsored by the St. Louis 
Transportation Survey Commission 
threatens to set back the city’s 
rapid transit legislative program 
which otherwise has had smooth 
sailing. 

Three of the four measures in 
the rapid transit program already 
have been reported favorably by 
committees to which they were re- 
ferred. They are: 

A resolution proposing a 
stitutional amendment 
would permit a city or 
nicipality to issue public util- 
ity bonds to be retired in 60 
years instead of 20 years as now 
required. 

A resolution proposing a con- 
stitutional amendment perimit- 
ting a city or municipality to 
condemn for a public improve- 
ment property in excess of the 
amount actually necessary for 
the improvement provided it wus 
found by a court of competent 
jurisdiction that such additional 
property was reasonably re- 
quired for the generar"?ersr 
the project, and permitting the 
city to sell such excess property. 

An enabling act authorizing 
any city of 75,000 or more popu- 
lation to construct, buy or other- 
wise acquire rapid. transit im- 
provements and to pay a part of 
the cost by special assessment 
on property in a benefit district. 

Clashing Measures. 

The fourth measure is the Trans. 
portation Survey Commission’s ter- 
minable permit bill in opposition 
to which another bill differing 
widely in many of its provisions

has been put forth under the spon- 


sorship of the Missouri Associa- 
tion of Public Utilities. 

Hearings on these two 
were held at Jefferson City last 
Thursday night before commit- 
tees of the House. Although deal- 
ing with the same subject matter 
the two bills had been referred to 
different committees, the commis- 
sion’s bill to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee and the other to:the Mu- 
nicipal Corporations Committee. 
This added to the difficulty of at- 
tempting to reconcile the’ two 
measures. 

The commission’s terminable 
permit bill, as has been told, ap- 
plies only to common carrfers en- 
gaged in local urban or surburban 
transportation and is designed to 
provide such utility with an in- 
determinate permit in Heu of a 
fixed term franchise, the permit 
to provide specifically for pur- 
chase of the utility by thé city if 
the latter wishes to exercise the 
option. 

The bill sponsored by the util- 
ities’ association applies to. all 
utilities except telephone com- 
panies, is not so definite in its 
provisions and according to City 
Counselor Muench does not pro- 
vide adequate protection for the 
cities or municipalities In which 
the utilities operate. 


Nisk of Perpetual Franchise. 

The commission's bill specifi- 
cally provides for revocation of a 
permit isswed under it for 
one of the following causes: Pur- 
chase of the utility property by 
the city;. failure of the utility to 
obey ‘a tawful order of the Public 
Service Commission; finding by 
the Public Service Commission 
that the public convenience ~and 
necessity no longer require opera- 
tion of the utility, termination. by 
operation of law. 

On this point the bill put 
forth by the utility interests is so 
indefinite and loosely drawn 
that, according to Muench, @ per- 
mit issued under ft might easily 
become in effect a perpetual 

nchise. 

The only reference this bill 
makes to termination of the per- 
mit is in this language: 

“Such terminable permit shall 
continue in foree until such time 
as the municipality having author- 
ity to do so shall purchase the 
property operated under such per- 
mit in accordance with the provi- 
sions of Article 6A, or until termi- 
nated for misuser or. ‘Renuser ac- 
cording to law.” - 

There is no definition of “misuser 
or nonuser” and no definition of 
the processes to be followed in ter-

Electricians’ International 
and Local Oust Arthur 
Schading for Accepting 


Unauthorized Fees. 


OUSTED FOR FIVE 


Action Taken on Com- 
plaints of Harassing 
Builders and Discriminat- 
ing Against Workers. 


Arthur Schading, $100-a-week 
business agent of Local No. 1, In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Electri- 


cal Workers, has been su:pended 
from membership in the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood and Local No. 1 
for five years for ‘dishonorable 
conduct,’’ under a decision of the 
executive council of the interna- 
tional, following a hearing of 
charges brought against him by St. 
Louis electrical contractors and 
members of the union. 

The executive council 
members found, according to 4 
copy of their unanimous decision 
received here today by O. E. Jen- 
nings, international representative 
of the electrical workers in this 
district, that Schading during his 
six years as business agent for Lo- 
cal No. 1 discriminated against cer- 
tain members. Of the union and 
prevented them from getting jobs 
and “inconvenienced” electrical 
contractors through threats and 
strikes. F 

Council’s Resolution. 

The members of the council, in 
a resolution directing that the af- 
fairs of Local No. 1: be placed in 
temporary charge of an interna- 
tional officer, found, “that Arthur 
Aaconnephen 1 4 certain members 

-. 4, of, opportiiiitics: te 
follow their usual trade &nd voca- 
tion, thus seriously interferring 
with their rights as citizens.” 

The Council also found, accord- 
ing to the resolution, “thet evi- 
dence shows beyond a - reasonable 
doubt that many employcrs, build- 
ers and owners have, through 
threats and the actual calling of 
strikes in diréct violation of the 
constitution af the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers 
and in direct violation of agree- 
ment existing between Local No. 1 
and employers, experienced great 
inconvenience, unnecessary expense 
and financial loss.’ 

The resolution finds that Schad- 
ing “brought into disrepute Local 
No. 1 and the International Broth- 
erhood of Electrical Workers and 
er@ated a general impression that 
union electrical workers operate 
contrary to good public policy and 
in complete disregard for their own 
constitution and by-laws.” 

Deprived of All Rights. 

Under the suspension order 
Schading is deprived of all rights 
and privileges as a member of the 
union for five years. He is per- 
mitted to continue his standing as 
to death benefits. through  pay- 
ment of dues, and at the.,end ofa 
year may apply for a special per- 
mit to work as an electrician. The 
permit, however, does not grant 
him-+any rights in the union. He 
may also apply, in a year’s time. 
for a mitigated sentence. At the 
expiration of five years he may 
make written application for re- 
instatement. 

The council also found that J. 
R. Green, a member of Local No. 
1, was guilty of aiding Schading in 
some of the practices charged, and 
suspended Green for six months. 
Green will be permitted to apply 
fer a permit to work, but is de- 
nied all privileges as a member of 
the union and cannot attend meet- 
ings or have any voice in the 
union. Hd may apply for full re- 
instatement in six months; subject 
to the approval of the executive 
council. 

Charged Unauthorized Fee. 


Schading’s case was brought to 
the attention of international union 
officers by iocal electrical contrac- 
tors, who disclosed that he had set 
up an “outside” organization for 
the purpose of charging them 2 
cents ah hour for each man in 
their employ.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—In 
letter to Representative John J. 
Cochran of St. Louis, First Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General John H. 
Bartlett, one of the two influen- 
tial members of the Public Build- 
ing Commission,’ today promised 
that the selection of a site for the 
St. Louis Federal building would 
be considered this week.

Promises to Reopen Discussion.

Since then, Cochran and the 
commission have received many 
letters from St. Louisans who have 
no financial interests involved, urg- 
ing that the Eighth and Olive site 
be utilized. 

Westward Trend Is Cited. 

Some letters received by the 
commission have pointed out that, 
although John G, Lonsdale, presi- 
dent of the National Bank of Com- 
Inerce, argued recently for the 
Fourth and Chestnut site, his bank 
has since voted to merge with the 
Mercantile Trust Co., at Eighthand 
Locust streets. This was cited as 
an indication that the business cen- 
ter was moving west. One of the 
vice presidents of the Mercantile 
Trust Co., C. H. MeMillan, = ap- 
peared with ‘Lonsdale here last De- 
cember as-a supporter of the 
‘ourth street cite. 

Cochran said he 
only one letter against his com- 
promise proposal. and that was 
from Circuit Judge Rutledge, head- 
ing the supporters of the Plaza site 
at Twelfth and Market streets 
Judge Rutledge has gent the St.

He went to the- eee 
room. 

Interviews with servants devel- 
oped that as young Deheny was 
preparing to retire, Plunkett called 
him to the guest: room; that short- 
ly afterward Doheny. serit an emer- 
gency telephone call for Dr. Fizh- 
baugh, and that Mrs. Dohény \was 
awaiting the arrival of the doctor 
when the tragedy oceurred. 

Doctor’s Theory of Tragedy. 

Dr. Fishbaugh thinks that Plun- 
kett shot Doheny when he heard 
the physician's car-in the driveway. 
The secretary was standing in the 
hallway when the doctor first saw 
him. 

“You stay out of here,” Plun- 
kett shouted’ as Mrs. Doheny and 
the physician went toward the 
guest room. The secretary then 
wheeled and entered the room. An 
instant later a pistol was fired and 
Dr. Fishbaugh rushed in to find 
both Doheny and Plunkett dead. 

What happened between the time 
Plunkett called Doheny . to the 
guest room and the moment the 
young millionaire was shot is the 
object of the investigators, 

“In order to eliminate any doubt 
that the tragedy was the result of 
a mind suddenly gone mad, we will 
push our investigation until. we 
have completely feconstructed the 
murder and suicide as far as it is 
circumstantially possible,” said 
Fitts. ‘a 

Fingerprint experts went over 
by inch in the hope of being able 
to determine the positions of the 
two men when the shot was fired. 

News Held Back, 

The killing occurred between 11 
o’ciock and midnight Saturday 
night. District Attorney Fitts, his 
chief investigator, Lucien Wheeler; 
Chief of Police Blair of Beverly 
Hillis and Deputy Sheriff William 
Bright, in charge of county homi- 
cide investigations, had conducted 
a preliminary imquiry before the 
report was received by newspapers 
at 2:40 a. m. 

Kk. L. Doheny Sr.. who was his

by the officials before any outsid- 
ers arrived,

Then his mood changed, and his 
voice again, as on Saturday, rang 
out in denunciation of the prohibi- 
tory law. 

Fury of Zealots. 

“On Baturday,” he said, “I made 
reference to the fact that the law 
apparently has transformed the 
kindly sentiments and humanitari- 
an services of the old time prohi- 
bitionist into a spirit of persecu- 
tion. Force ts substituted for rea- 
gon, penalties for persuasion and 
cruelties for charity. I repeat that 
where we once sought. to rescue 
the perishing we now send them to 
the penitentiary. 

“We have abandoned the Bible, 
the prayer book and the temper- 
ance tract for the lash, the prison 
and the gun. 

“In the Durant prohibition prize 
competition 187 people demanded 
the death penalty. The vast ma- 
jority of the contestants proposed 
to pile penalty upon penalty. One 
contestant urged that the liquor 
law violators should be hung by 
the tongue on an airplane and car- 
ried over the United States. A 
wonlan suggested the distribution 
of poisoned liquor by the Govern- 
ment through bootleggers. She 
‘wald that onty a few hundred thév- 
sand persons would buy and the 
results would be e‘fective in get- 
ting prohibition enforced. 


“I¢ these illustratiéns were no 
more than ‘the sporadic utterantes 
of some insane person, the matter 
would not be worth the mention- 
ing but the spirit they represent is 
abroad {n the land. People seemed 
to have conceived the idea that 
whatever can be done under any 
law is just and righteous, that the 
form of the law sanctions and jus- 
tifies any cruelty, any atrocity. 


Despotism in Name of Law. 

“Sir, law has been the instru- 
ment of the tyrant and the weapon 
of brutes since time began. By it 
despots have sought to justify and 
cloak the villainies that have 
stained this earth with blood and 
saturated it with tears and filled it 
with the groans of the dying. 


“Law! What, sir, is law? It is 
~—and I speak now of proper law— 
ft is something that springs from 
custom and is adopted by general 
consent. But it must be more than 
that. It must be founded upon 
Sustice; it must express equity and 
right; it must be .humane in its 
operation. It must be something 
that commends itself to the spirit, 
the soul of mankind. An improp- 
ér law, an unjust Jaw, a cruel law 
may be as much as crime as is 
the act of an individual who .as- 
saszinates in the dark. 


“Law! It is urged that we may 
Pass any kind of law. Such was 
not the theory of the founders of 
this republic. 


The Founders’ Definition. 
' “They declared that all just laws 


derive their power trom the con- 
sent of the governed.

Anti-Saloon Teague Methods. 
“If I were to undertake to mar- 
shal all of the facts at my com- 
mand we would be here until the 
cock would crow in the morning;

Reed here launched into a de- 
scription of the methods of the 
Anti-Saloon League. Senators fol- 
lowed him with an attention they 
rarely give to one of thelr num- 
ber. The doorways of the galleries 
framed crowds listening in the cor- 
ridors. Congressmen who had 
come over from the House side of 
the Capitol stood along the walls 
of the chamber. 

How the Money Was Spent. 
“How did they raise this 
money?" Reed continued. “In part, 
it was subscribed by very wealthy 
men. One of those wealthy men 
has a moral record that would not 
look well if it were presented here 
on the floor of the Senate.

Save the man;. who, in a 
great war, «may bravely imperil 
his life to discover the position of 
an enemy, the spy is a creature 
who has abandoned in advance ev- 
ery principle of honor. 


“What is it that keeps men dec- 
ent in this world except a sense 
of honor? Destroy that and a man 
becomes a wild beast, for no law 
can control him, no espionage can 
hold him in check. Whenever a 
man will engage in a business 
knowing in advance that he must 
peep through keyholes, that he 
must draw.aside the curtains of 
windows and look to discover what 
people are doing inside, that he 
must lurk in the shadows aud creep 
up like some vile beast upon‘a per- 
son unawares, that he must be pre- 
pared, like Pussyfoot Johnson, to 
lie and to betray, to gain friend- 
Ship in order that he may after- 
wards betray those friendships. A 
man of that kind, sirs, will do any- 
thing that his cowardly soul will 
permit him to do. He will commit 
perjury, he will accept bribes, he 
wil) levy graft, he will tempt the 
unaware, he will seduce from the 
path of rectitude the honest boy 
in order. that he may gain the 
credit of another conviction.” 

He read from the testimony of 


director, before a Senate commit- 
) tee regarding corruptiens in the 
prohibition enforcement service 
“Decent Men. Won't Do the Work.” 
“What does it spell?” he thun- 
dered. “Jt spells this story, that 
you cannot get decent men to do 
this work, hence it goes into the 
hands of the offscourings'of hy- 
manity, largely into the hands of 
men who are criminals or near 
criminals. 

“The gorge rises in the stom- 
ach of decency when we contem- 
plate the fact that prostitutes have 
been hired and sent out to decoy 
men into rooms. 

“Agents have set their traps in 
hotels, and there they have, by the 
expenditure of a lot of Federal 
money, finally induced some poor 
bellboy or some waiter to bring in 
a little liquor to a party which he 
supposed was a party of ladies and 
gentlemen, instead of a collection 
of blacklegs and prostitutes. All 
this is done beneath the white 
cloak of purity, all this is sanctified 
by the glory of the cause.

Yet, there it was done against the 
mandate of the law, and waa sub, 
ject to the control and punishment 
of the officers of the Jaw, while 
here thege officers themselves com- 
mit the crime.

Anybody can 
buy a can of it and make five gal- 
lons of beer.in about five days, It 
is found. advertised on billboards 
all through the country. 

“Did you ever see the picture of 
the amiable looking old German 
lady upon the billboards, with a 
can in her hand, and she saying, 
‘Dis is what Louie - uses, and 
Loule knows’.” 


“Moon Shines on the Moonshine.” 
The crowd laughed. A little lat- 
er there were more delighted 
chuckles as the orator declaimed: 
“The moon shines on the moon- 
shine everywhere.” 
“Grapes,” he continued, “grapes 
that we thought would go to no 
price at allt when the prohibition 
law was enacted and which were 
selling at that time at $20 a ton

If that appetite 
or desire exists, the fact should be 
recognized, and then I will go as 
far as any other m.. will go in 
appeals to people to restrain them- 
selves, in pointing out the evils 
which may flow from over-indulg- 
ence,”” 

Reed declared that in recent 
years there had been a tremendous 
increase in the use of narcotics, 
and he cited an impressive array 
of statistics to prove his point. 

“The deadliest serpent that ever 
has been loosed on this world, the 
serpent of opium and of narcotics, 
has been turned out among the 
people of the land,” he said. ‘It 
is not like whisky, which can be 
smelled on the breath. It does not 
give any evidence of curse. The 
poison is distilled gradually and 
creeps through the veins and 
through the years until at last the 
cry of mania bursts from the pallid 
lips of the victim. Ah, what an 
army is that, a-million men and 
women, women perhaps quite as 
much as men, now marching along 
like half dead people, through the 
colden fields of earth. 

“C° conclude my remarks with 
two quotations. Said Montaigne: 
‘It would be better for us to have 
no laws at all than to have them 
in so prodigious numbers as we 
have.’ Said Thomas Jefferson: 
‘The nation that is least governed 
in best governed.’ 

Calls for Repeal. 

“If you ask me, wrat remedy I 
would suggest, I answer, let us go 
back to the original principles up- 
on which our Government was 
founded.: Let us once more say 
that the States are capable of self- 
government.

Another point in which the 
Transportation Survey Canladiag’ 
sion’s bill protects the city, and the 
utilities’ bill does not, is in giving 
the city authority to regulate the 
hauling of property through the 
streets by the carrier. This would 
cover such situations as that which 
arose when the Public Service Com- 
mission held that it had power to 
extend the freight-hauling privi- 
lege to the McKinley lines about 
two years ago, although the city’s 
franchise limited thezn to the car- 
rying of passengers and express. 

Under the commission's bill the 
city could include in its consent 
contract provisions for compensa- 
tion of the city for use of its streets, 
or provisions for a proportion of 
the company’s receipts to be paid 
to the city for the right to op- 
erate. ’ 


Says It Limits City’s Powers. 

The co@mission’s bill 
that no’terminable permit shall be 
issued without due notice and hear- 
ing, but the other bill merely pro- 
vides that when a utility surrenders 
its franchise, license or other per- 
mit it shall receive a terminable 
permit “by operation of law.” And 
another section of the same Dill 
provides that any permit, license 
or franchise granted in the future 
would have the effect of a termin- 
able permit. City Counselor Muench 
said this provision would take away 
from cities or municipalities the 
right to grant any limited term per- 
mits or franchises whatever. 

The utilities’ bill, which is House 
bill No. 364, was introduced by 
Representative Blair of Cole 
County, who is a member of both 
the Municipal Corporation Commit- 
tee and the Judiciary Committee 
and who has been active in work- 
ing for that particular bill. 

The Transportation Survey Com- 
mission’s bill is House bill No. 381 
and was introduced by Representa- 
tives Claude B. Ricketts and QO. J. 
Papke of St. Louis. Ricketts is a 
member of the Transportation Sur- 
vey Commission. This bill is in 
the Judiciary Committee and the 
utilities association bill is in the 
Municipal Corporations Commit- 
tee, Hearings were held last week 
on these bills, but no decision was 
reached and the committee proba- 
bly will hold further hearings.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Feb, 18. 
—~Dr. E. C Mobley. Oklahoma Clir 
minister. told the Senate Court of 
| Impeachment today that rumors 
of moral turpitude in connection 
with Henry 8, Johnston, suspended 
Governor, and Mrs. 0.

Dr. Mobley did not explain the 
nature of the rumora, but said that 
Johnston “made a speech” of con- 
siderabie length + defending the 
character of Mrs. Hammonds. The 
minister said the upshot of the 
conference, which ended at 8 a. ni., 
was that he and George D. Key, 
Democratic State Chairman, were 
delegated to ask Mra. Hammonds 
to transfer from the Governor's of. 
fice to another department. 

They Got Hats. 

Going to the Capitol the next 
/morning, Dr. Mobley related, he 
‘and Key had a conference with 
Mrs. Hammonds. 

“Before we said, anything.” Dr. 
Mobley said, “Mrs. Hammonds gaid , 
she knew what we were there for 
—that ‘they’ were trying to build 
a fire under her and that she was . 
determined to fight to a finish.” 

“We got our hats and left,” the 
minister said, 

Dr. Mobley said thatat the time 
the Governor and his advisers con- 
ferred in regard to Mrs. Ham- 
monds it was understood a rese- 
lution asking for the removal of 
Mrs. Hammonds was being pre 
pared in the House of Represent*- 
tives and that the legislative body 
also wished to discuss the rumors 
of moral turpitude. 

Johnston said nothing until his 
friends had finished, Dr. Mobley 
said, and then made a speech,

“He defended the character of 
Mrs. Hammonds,” Dr. Mobley sald, 
“and said it was without reproach.

The body of Miss Verna Klink, 31-

"Petnnbaiing Crime Through the 
Jail,” is the title of a report by 
subcommittees to the. National 
Crime Commission, headed by for- 
mer Gov. Frank O. Lowden of ‘li- 
linois. 


“If anyone thinks that the pres- 
ent tendency is to ‘coddle’ law 
breakers he should visit our local 
county and municipal~ institutions 
for short-term prisoners. There 
he will find all the old-fashioned 
ideas with respect to diet, dirt, dis- 
ease, predestination and eterna] 
damnation that so delighted our 
forbears,” the foreword of the 


Treport states. 


The report covers approximately 
jails, workhouses, prison 
farms,,houses of correction, road 
camps and stockades in the United 
States, 


Jail Conditions Criticised. 


“A jail, the most common local 
institution, is a place in which are 
confined men and women serving 
sentence for misdemeanors and 
crimes, and men and women not 
under sentence, who are simply 
awaiting trial,” the report states. 
“With few exceptions there is no 
the unconvicted 
from the convicted, the well from 
the diseased, the young and ‘tm- 
pressionable from the degraded 
and hardened. A jail usually 
swarms with bed bugs, lice and 


ant and filth; supports in com- 
plete and demoralizing idleness 
able-bodied men and women: and 
in general affords to inmates the 
time and opportunity for a com- 
plete course in crime and yicious- 
ness.” 

Conditions in local penal insti- 
tutions were reported to be the 
worst in the following States: Cal- 
ifornia,, Alabama, Kansas, Geor- 
gia, Indiana, Florida, Iowa, North 
Dakota; South Dakota, Wisconsin 
and South Carolina. 

California Jails Not 80 Good. 

Of California jails, investigators 
have this to say: “Half the county 
jails are dark and poorly venti- 
lated. One-third are overcrowded. 
Of 31,000 prisoners received in 
county jails in 1914, 3500 were ju- 
veniles under 21 years of age, who 
were not segregated from older 
prisoners...Cels in the Imperial 
County jall accommodate 16 pris- 
oners in crowded condition. As 
many as 44 men have been held 
in these cells, it was learned.”

men and women prisoners were 
confined in the same compartment 
decause the institutions only had 
provision for separating whites 
from blacks, the investigators 
found. .

They al- 
ready serve.this purpose, and it is 
not, therefore, a new task for thent 
but a proposal that they concen- 
trate their entire energies on it. 
The removal of sentenced prisoners 
would eliminate the overcrowding 
which in spite of the small average 
population is often a present evil. 

“A)jthough work should be of- 
fered to untried prisoners, there is 
not the necessity of providing for 
them well-developed workshops 
and systems of industrial training. 
There is, therefore, a real possibil- 
ity that the counties and the mu- 
nicipalities could handle this sim- 
plified proposition with a fair 
measure of success, assuming, of 
course, that the State supplied 
skilled advice and maintained rigid 
supervision. Their task could be 
made stiH easier if the courts 
could be prevailed upon to Meld 
more frequent sessions and thus 
prevent the imprisonment of indli- 
viduals often for months -before 
their guilt or innocence has been 
determined.”

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AT SYMPHONY RECITAL 


Orchestra’s Presentation — of 
Ravel's’ Tone Poem, ‘La 
Valse’, Excites Audience.

The Sunday afternoon program 
of the St. Louls Symphony Orches- 
tra was featured by the playing of 
Tomford. Harris, a young Ameri- 
can pianist, and a spectacular per- 
formance of Ravel’s tone poem “La 
Valse,” under the direction of 


Conductor Arbos, 

Harris performed the |iszt E- 
flat concerto with the orchestra 
and as a consequence was not 
given enuch of an opportunity to 
exhibit his interpretative powers. 
His aptitude for the Lisztian gym- 
nastics, ‘however, was amply dem- 
onstrated. He had a sufficiency 
both of power and brilliance and 
his phrasing was generally clean- 
cut, but the pianist showed a re- 
grettable tendency at one or. two 
points to ignore the fact that he 
was playing with an orchéstra. 

After the conventional number 
of recalis Harris played Liszt’s 
“Forest Murmurs” as an encore. 

Most of the illustrative comment 
on Ravel’s unusual orchestral piece 
refers to it as a sort of laboratory 
analysis of the waltz. This may be 
the composer’s own idea, but to 
me it is an obvious essay On post- 
war hysteria and disilusionment 
with especial reference to the new 
psychology’s distortive effects on 
the old-fashioned romantic graces. 

The classic outlines of the Vien- 
nese waltz. which so eloquently 
epitomizes the gentility of a more 
composed era, come through to the 
audience in biting ditssonances, 
gasping rhythms and dislocated ac- 
cents. The waltz is the waltz of 
nightmare and dipsomania with 
overtones of. insanity. 

Arbos’ treatment was, 850 ani- 
mated by this idea that the whole 
audience, whose natural prefer- 
ences ran to straight-cut music no 
doubt, was aroused to an obviously 
high pitch of excitement.

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—Adop- 
tion of a radical new gridiron rule 
making fumbled balls dead at the - 
point at the recovery, when recov-— 
ered by the defensive team, was 
announced today by the ‘National 
Football Rules Committee as the 


chief result of a two-day secret 
session. 
The committee’s decision, which 
approves a recommendation having 
the widespread support of football 
coaches, was made public by W. 5. 
Langford, secretary. r 
“The new rule,” said a forme! 
statement, “will not apply in case 
of forward passing nor to back-. 
ward passes which are intercepted | 
before striking the ground, nor wil! 
it apply to blocked kicks, which 
will be played as heretofore.”: 
Three Other 

Three other important changes 
were announced by the committee, 
effective for the 1929 season, 

The f@mer rule restricting the 
kicking side from advancing the 
ball in case of subsequently legally. 
recovering it has been extended to 
cover free kicks and kickoffs. 
Formerly it applied only te punts. 

In the hope of having the try 
for point touchdown’ constitute 
more often a triple-threat play, the 
rules makers havo moved the 
point from which the try ts to be 
made from the three to the two- 
yard line, 

The rule to restrict the use of 
the so-called “screen pase,” not 
regarded as altogether effective 
last year, was amplified to pro- 
vide that “no player of the aide in 
possession of the ball shal) inter-.
